Foreign-born residents get 
help with immigration papers 


‘Two Belle Glade women have 
set a goal of helping 100 Glades 
residents fulfill their longtime 
dreams of becoming U.S. citi- 
zens. 

Olga Hayes and Teresa 
Trevin have been helping 
Cuban-born and some Mexican- 
born residents fill out the 
paperwork to become U.S. 
citizens. 

"We started November 11 and 
already we have helped 67 
people, " said Ms. Hayes. "Our 
goal is to help 100 people by the 
end of the year." 

Ms. Hayes said many of the 
people they are helping have 
been residents of the area for 
years, but never applied for 
citizenship. 

"They needed somebody to 
push them and some help 
filling out the forms,” she said. 

"In Miami they are charging 
up to $100 a person for this 
service we are offering free,” 
said Ms. Hayes. She said that 
although they have received 
requests from other areas, they 
are only offering help to 


-In August of 1993 immi- 
grants will be required to renew 
their residency papers at a cost 
of $70. Ms. Hayes said the cost 
to become a United States 
citizens is $90. She is using this 
information to convince people 
to take the extra step to become 
citizens. 

“Most of the people have just 
been sitting around and haven't 
done it," she said. "We're 
pushing them to go ahead and 
do this and we're not charging 
for the service of helping them 
‘with the paperwork.” 

After submitting the 
paperwork to the Department 
of Immigration and Natural- 
ization, immigrants must wait 
up to six months for the paper- 
work to be processed. Then they 
must take a test. 

Residents must have been 
living in the United States for 
five years before they can apply | 
for citizenship. If they are over | 
50 years of age and have been a : 
legal resident of the U.S. for 20 
years, they can take the U.S. 
Citizenship test in their native

Hurricane Andrew stimulated the economy - 


Destruction caused by Hurricane Andrew 
should be a.short-term economic stimulus to 
Florida's lagging economy, a new University of 
Florida study finds. 

Rebuilding South Florida in the aftermath of 


` Hurricane Andrew is expected to lead to two- 


and-a-half years of higher employment than 
Florida would have experienced without the 
storm, said Carol Taylor West, forecasting 
director of UF's Bureau of Economic and 
Business Research, who led the study. 

But-by 1995 the hurricane's economic "silver 
lining” is expected:to disappear,+with Florida's 
economic activity little changed from what it 
would have been without the natural disaster, 
West said. 

“The influx of insurance and reconstruction 
funds following Hurricane Andrew's devastation 
poises the Florida economy for a temporary 
surge in building, repair and spending, leading 
to 10 quarters of higher employment than 
Florida would have otherwise experienced,” West 
said. 

However, Hurricane Andrew is not expected to 
give the "kick" to a sluggish economy that 
occurred in 1984 when Florida experienced 7.7 
percent growth in employment, West said. 

"Even with Hurricane Andrew, we will not 
come out of this recession like we did in the mid 
"80s," she said. 

Hurricane Andrew is expected to strengthen 
an otherwise slow economy, generating 18,900 
more jobs, mostly in construction, in the last 
quarter of 1992 than would have occurred 
without it, according to the study, which details 
both scenarios. 

Had there been no hurricane, the state's 
employment growth rate would have been 2.8 
percent instead of the 3.8 percent forecast for 


1993. The study, the latest issue of “The Florida 
Outlook,” also found that without Andrew, the 
unemployment rate would have be 7.2 percent 
instead of the anticipated 6.8 percent, West said. 

“The positive impact continues into 1994, with 
jobs expected to average almost 40,000 more in 
that year than would have occurred without the .

A new national study demonstrates th&t low 
doses of the anticoagulant warfarin can reduce 
the risk of stroke by 79 percent in patients who 
suffer from a common heart irregularity known 
as atrial fibrillation (AF).

Journal of Medicine November 12. 

More than one million Americans are at 
increased risk of stroke from atrial fibrillation.
